The seats iu the car were nil broken to 
splinters and the partitions in the car were 
broken into thousands of pieces. 

Then followed the smoker, the seats in 
which Wero nearly all broken. 

Next was the tourist sleeper, in whioli 
were some •-?."> or 30 passengers ; of this num- 
ber only three were uninjured. 

Next was the 1'ullmnn ear " Al.-.tia " with 
17 passengers and only three escaped with- 
out injury. 

The next and hat car was tho Pullman 
" Roseburg," in which were 15 passengers. 
Only four of these got oil' with slight 
bruises. 

In the smoker raid day couch each setd.

was larger, if possible, than that <d the 
ears following, us the wreck was the most 
disastrous at the front end on account of 
the mail, express and baggage cars over- 
turning.

The census of 1S90 is a great diaap 
pointment to our AmericriR neighbors, 
Long before it was taken they boasted of 
a population of sixty-five millions. It 
was expected tint in 1890 tho ligures 
would mount up to sixty-seven or sixty 
eight, millions. The count of isolatec 
cities did not f»ive"Batis£action. In ono 
3 >f | place it was complained &hat combinations 
of citizens, in order to swell the popul 
tion to tho proportions arrived at, re- 
sorted to fraud, but, io the greater num- 
ber, those who took mi interest in the 
matter denounced tho enumorators as lazy 
and stupid, declaring that they had passed 
over thousands. They maintained that 
tho population of their city or town or 
district iu much greater than it is repre- 
sented in the census. 

Tho results, as announced so far, lead 
j to the conclusion that either tho census 
has been taken in the most inacourat 
and slovenly manner or that tho increos 
of population in the .States during tho 
last ten years has been much lower than 
tho normal rate in lime of peace. The 
returns show that the whole population 
is not sixty-seven millions, nor even 
the oft-quoted sixty live millions, 
hut only '62,480,540. The ratio

Tho Democratic majority 
j>f that stato will be certain to elect a 
Democrat in his place. Another is 
Blair, of iS'ew Hampshire. As that 
state has a majority of Democrats in 
its legislature, Mr. Blaine will be replaced 
by & Democrat. A third is Farwell, of 
Illinois. Farwell will have .f;o go, and 
his place will bo idled by a Democrat. 
Spoonor, of Wisconsin, is a fourth. Tho 
Wisconsin legislature has become Demo- 
cratic, eo a Democrat is sure to tako 
Spoonor a seat. These four Democrats 
taken from tho majority of the Senate 
and added to tho minority reduces the 
Republican majority to two. In theso 
elections, so far as tho party to which the 
now Senator will belong, there is no ele- 
ment of chance. Lot tho majority of tho 
legislature bo Democratic tho Senator is 
curtain to bo a Democrat. But this is 
not nil. In Connecticut, largo Demo- 
cratic gains uro reported. If, as is con- 
fidently expected, tho Democrats can

Could you go to Cuba you 
would aoo and hear of men arrested on 
tho street, or in their own houses without 
a warrant, thrust into prison, and kept 
there six mouths or a year without so 
much as knowing for what they were ar- 
rested, to say nothing about a trial. And 
they aro shot, too, with just as little cere- 
mony. And yet you ask aro wo rondy 
for revolt 1 " 

There is a whole host of Government 
servants in Cuba, nearly all of them 
Spaniards. Their salaries are not aulli- 
ciout to support them and thoy eke them 
out by extortion and bribe-taking, Ono 
need not bo told that tho native Cubans 
— creolea as they a^o called -hate their 
oppressors, and that tho hatred is recipro- 
cal od. To make matters worse, owing to 



THE RIGHTS OF JV ON- UNIONISTS. 

The attitude of Trades Unions in these 
rlayn i* not r»pn?!y defensive. They tire cur- 
rying on an offensive warfare, not against 
tho capitalist and employer only, but 
against the non-unionist workingman. It 
is (piito clear that the workingman in 
many places is not at liberty to join tho 
union or not as ho pleases. lie must 
join the union and submit to its regula- 
tions and obey its orders on pain of star- 
vation. Where unionism is supreme, or 
is striving for supremacy, the employer is 
not allowed to t;ive work to men 
who do not belong to the Union. 
If he should presume to do so 
the unionists refuse to work for him, and, 
if he persists iu his refusal, they declare 
a boycott against him. There are some 
workinginen who fiud tho yoke of the 
union hard and it3 burdens heavy, and, 
being independent, they refuse to be- 
come members of the organization. There 
are others who, for one reason or an- 
other, will not be admitted into the 
union. Both these classes of working- 
men, thoso who will not and thoso who 
cannot become members of unions, find 
themselves outcaa s. Although they have 
committed no offence against either the 
laws of God or the laws of the State, they 
are punished in the most cruel way, and 
that, too, by a tribunal wholly irrespon- 
sible and unknown to the law. 

We seo in a late number of the Orego- 
nian an account of an attempt made by a 
workingman, of much more than ordinary 
courage and indepeudeqee, to recover 
damages from a union through whoso in- 
strumentality ho had been deprived of 
work. The man is a stonecutter, who, 
though not belonging to the union, was, 
as our contemporary says, "still pre- 
Bumptuous enough to desire to earn his 
living by working at his trade." llis 
employers were threatened by the union 
and were compelled to discharge him. ile 
then brought an action against the union 
for " having procured his discharge from 
a contract under which ho was working 
at $4.50 a day, because ho was not, a 
union man." He also alleged that the 
Bum of §10 had been extorted from him 
under tho threat of discharge from work 
unless tho same was contributed for the 
use of the branch union in that city." 
He further declared that since his dis- 
charge nearly a year ago he has been i 
unable through tho persecution of tho 
union to liod employment. Tho jury, | 
after hearing the evidence on both sides, | 
brought in a verdict against tho union for 
" a small sum. " 

It is evident that if tho facts 
aro as they are stated above, 
tho case of this man is one 
of very great hardship. In a free 
country every man should bo at perfect 
liberty either to join or to refrain from join- 
ing a voluntary organization, and those 
who seek to punish him in any way for 
not joining, unwarrantably infringe upon 
the freedom which every law-abiding 
citizen has a right to enjoy. 

The unions in Australia contended 
strongly for the power to prevent tho 
employment of nou-union labor. The 
stand thoy took forcud the employers to 
combine. The struggle was long and 
stronuoua, but it has come to an end. 
What tho terms of settlement aro we 
havu not as yet hoard, but it is not likely 
that tho employers consented to concede 
to tho unions tho power they do- 
sirad to exorcise. To contend for 
oiio's own rights is ono thing, but to in- 
fringe on the rights of others is another 
and a very different thing. Every work- 
man 1ms a perfect right to make tho bust

U.S. Consul Myers was, yesterday, ob- 
served studying Downing &. Co.'s edition of 
the McKinley Customs Administrative, 
Act and the Customs Tariff Act of 1S00. 
The work gives rules for ascertaining duties, 
regulations for their payment, the course to 
be pursued to recover duties illegally ex- 
acted, and a summary of the law relating 
to invoices and market value. This latter 
is thus summarized : " Invoices concerning 
goods procured by actual purchase shall 
specify the actual cost of such merchandise, 
and all chftrijes incident to placing the 
same in condition, packed ready for ship- 
ment to tho United States at the time 
when, and the place where the same 
was purchased." The provisions relating 
to draw hicks of Custom duties are given in 
detail, the exemption of tourists' property 
being clearly defined and explained.

l'.c.chd by Jtiv. Mr. Knrber In the Cathedra 
on TliankBglvhiK Day. 

Extracts from sermon preached on 
Thanksgiving Day, Nov. (i, in Cathedral, 
Victoria, by Rov. \V. G. Barber. Text : 
Deuteronomy, iv. ; verso, 39. 

It is our privilege to live in a land 
h hose representative government recog- 
nizes the Supreme Being, and seta apart 
a day oh which we can thankfully 
acknowledge our obligations to Him. 
As a Dominion wo enjoy valuable ad- 
vantages and blessings. These benefits 
place us under weighty obligations to Him 
by whom they are bestowed. There are 
natural anil physical advantages to which 
on such a day as this it is not out of place 
for me to refer. Moses, describing the 
Land of Promise, says : " It was a good 
land, a land of brooks of water, of foun- 
tains that spring out of valleys and lulls ; 
a land of wheat, of barley and vines, of fig 
trees and pomegranates; a land of oil, 
olive and honey ; a land wherein thou 
shalt oat bread without scarceness, thou 
shalt not lack anything in it; a land 
whose stones are iron, out of whose hills 
thou mayest dig brass." In like manner 
we might speak of our advantageous po- 
sition, our rich variety of plain and hill 
and sea, their vast resources and capabili- 
ties. Hut, passing rapidly by blessings of 
this order — not by any me ins to be des 
pised— we should bo thankful for others 
affecting political and social life. For 
instance, the substantial unity which pre- 
vails throughout the Dominion. How- 
ever much the interests of the various 
provinces conflict (and in such a vast ter- 
ritory it is only natural such conflicts 
should arise) there is an all controlling 
sentiment ot loyalty to the British crown, 
and of chivalrous attachment to our gra- 
cious Queen, which gives a permanent 
stability to the leading institutions. The 
spirited which prompted the United Em- 
pire Loyalists (leaving affluent homes and 
easy circums ances at the close of the last 
century) to go and hew out now homes 
nmid the nicks of Nova Scotia and in the 
forest depths of Ontario and Quebec still 
animates our people, still guides the coun- 
sels of our rulers and shapes the legis- 
lation of our parliaments. And we espe- 
cially have to be thankful for the unity of 
our church ; not merely formal, but 
actual, since our brethren in the East 
have given the moans by which system- 
atic uud continuous missionary work can 
be carried on among the Chinese in this 
province. We should be thankful fur our 
Liberty. The most invaluable heritage, 
next to the Christian faith, which British 
Colonies receive from the mother country 
is British liberty. Liberty— the power of 
acting according to our own will and our 
own convictions in any manner consistent 
with the interests of the community to 
which we belong. The throne is the 
monument of our liberty; Parliament and 
the press are its safeguards. While on 
the one hand no Siberian wastes and 
chains of exile chill the aspirations 
those who seek to better the condition 
mankind, on the other the laws are not 
only enacted with due deliberation, but 
in the main strictly enforced. Public 
justice is never forestalled by private and 
hasty vengeance. We have to be thank- 
ful for the general prosperity of the past 
year. Only those who are familiar with 
the scenes of misery and want which 
abound on every side in Europe and the 
larger cities of this continent can fully 
Appreciate the overwhelming abundance 
which characterises our favored land. 
'There existence can hardly bo called a 
•struggle — there so fierce and intense is it 
that many annually perish through lack 
of food. And this prosperity is increas- 
ing. Year bp year new sources of wealth 
are continually sought out and profitably 
worked. Both land and sea give up their 
treasures, and the prospects f ir the fu- 
ture are brighter than tin realizations of 
the past. .May God grant this people to 
use his gifts wisely, carefully, with a 
proper sense of their obi gations to Him- 
self. " Know, therefore, this day and 
lay it to thine heart, that the Lord He is 
(loJ upon Heaven above; on the earth 
beneath there is none else. Thou shalt 
keep his statutes and commandments 
which 1 command thee this day, that it 
may be well with thee and with thy 
children after thee." The strictest obli- 
gation which lies upon us is to transmit to 
otir children the same Chris ian privileges 
whiclvwe ourselves have received. The 
voice of our Saviour speaks to us with an 
insistence and a pleasing pathos, which 
the disciples needed not to hear : "Suffer 
the little children to come unto me and 
forbid them not." The state, wlietner 
wisely or unwisely is not for me to say, 
refuses to allow religious instruction m 
the schools. While this only impels Chris- 
tian parents and churches to be more 
careful in giving instructions at home and 
in the Sunday school, it leaves a number 
of little ones ignorant of the great truths, 
both nmral and doctrinal, of our holy 
faith. Can we expect the rising genera- 
tion tii keep laws of which it is ignorant, 
to respect, commands which carry with 
them no divine obligation '. 

Let us each on this day of thanksgiving 
recognize the obligation which lies upon 
lu to extend the Kingdom of God, His 
truth, His righteousness to the little ones 
who are growing up ignorant of their 
privileges, of their Saviour, even of their 
God, By influencing individuals, by 
systematic instruction on Sundays and 
week-days, by liberal benefactions to help 
on tho work, by a moro generous support 
of the church herself, so that sho can 
work in districts destitute of ministra- 
tions. In these and many similar ways 
we can help to lay those foundations of 
truth and righteousness, without which 
our country, bo sho ever so prosperous 
for a timo, must speedily and inevitably 
perish.

Remains of a Civilization of B,n. 
mote Antiquity. 



Mysterious renins Fouaxl l" l'laocs Inliab- 
itoil' nt Tiiis liny l>y Tattooocl Suv- 
iiK'-s — v Great Field for Lovers 
f of Archaeology. 

Mortem Boionco, which has brought to 
light biirlod Troy, rovoalod tho place of 
ancient Babylon, untombed tho mummy 
of the Pharaoh of Mosos, and constructed 
somewhat of a history for tlio Aztecs 
and the mound-builders, stands baffled 
before tho mysterious nuns of tho Pa- 
cific Sea islands, writes a correspondent 
•of tho Chicago News. 

Kusaio, otherwise known as Strong Is- 
land, of tho Caroline urchlpolajro, with 
a circumference of fifty miles, is covered 
with massive ruins of a remote dat» 
They bear tho outlines of fortifications, 
and are built of stones ton loot long-, 
duly squared on six sides, of a (roologl- 
cal formation not mot with on tho is- 
land. 

Ascension Island, known also as 
Panapo, is larger than Kusaio. possesses 
similar ruins, but much larger. In one 
place there remains a wall 300 feet long 
and ISO feet high, forming a court. 

Little Eastor Island, on tho oastern 
outskirts of Polynesia, lias no running 
water, no trees, nothing to attract in- 
habitants. Yet this island is peopled 
by Polynesians of the fair type, such 
as are found far away in tho Society isl- 
ands, and is covered with remains of a 
pro-historic civilization of which every 
record but that of stone has perished. 

At tho southwest end of the island 
thore aro to bo found the ruins of nearly 
a hundred stono houses, built in regu- 
lar linos and facing tho sea. Tho walls 
of these houses are live feet thick and 
over Tive feet high, built of layers of 
flat stones and lined inside with Hat 
slabs. Internally tho houses measure 
about forty feet long by thirteen feet 
wide, and they are roofed over with j 
slabs overlapping like tiles. The in- 
side wails are puliltod in three colors 
red, black and white— with figures of 
birds and mystic beasts and faces, and 
geometrical figures. In one of those | 
houses was found a curious stono statue, t 
eight feet high, and weighing about 
four tons, which is now in the British 
Museum. 

The sea-cliffs near this ancient settle- 
ment aro carved into grotesque shapes 
not unlike the paintings on the walls, 
and the coast is marked with hundreds 
of these strange sculptures. 

Again, on each headland of the island i 
there is an enormous stone platform, ; 
built of hewn blocks of great size fitted 
together without cement. They are 
built on sloping ground, presenting on 
tho seaward side a wall-face twenty or 
thirty feet high and two or three hun- 
dred feet long, and on the landward side 
a wall of . about three feet in height ris- 
ing from a leveled terrace. 

Upon these platforms are stone pedes- 



WONDtlffS. OF THE SEA. 

A Mine of Information Condensed Into 
Instructive Sentences. 
The sea occupies three-fifths of the 
surface of the ■earth. At tho depth ot 
about 8,500 feet waves aro not felt. The 
temperature is tho same, varying only a 
trillo from the ice of the polo to tho 
burning sun of tho equator. A mile 
down tho wator has a pressure of over a 
ton to tho square inch. J f a box ti foot 
deep were filled with sea wator al- 
lowed to evaporate under tho sun, thero 
would ho - 3 inches of salt left on tho bot- 
tom. Taking the averago depth of tho 
ocean to bo three, miles, thore would be 
n layer of pure salt TM feet thicken tho 
bed of tho Atlantic- The water is cold- 
er at the bottom than at the surface. In 
the many bays on tho coast of Norway 
the water often freezos at tho bottom 
before it does above. Waves aro very 
deceptive. To look at thorn in a storm 
ono would think tho water traveled. 
The water stays in tho same place, but 
tho motion goes on. Sometimes in 
storms these waves are 40 feet high, and 
travel fifty miles an hour — more than 
twice as fas! as tin; swi ft est steamship. 
The distance from valley to valley is 
generally fifteen times the height, 
hence a wave 5 foot high will extend 
over 73 foot o£ water. The force of 
j the soa dashing on Boll Rock is said 
to bo sovontoon tons Cor each 
square yard. Evaporation is a wonder- 
ful power in drawing the water from 
the soa. Every year a layer of tho en- 
tire soa, 14 feel thick, is taken up into 
the clouds. Tho winds bear their 
i burden into the land, and the water 
! comes down in rain upon the Holds, to 
j How bad: at last through rivers. Tho 
i depth of the sea presents an interesting 
problem. If tho Atlantic were lowered 
from 0,604 feet, the distance from shore 
to shore would be half as great, or 1,500 
miles. If lowered a little more than 
three miles, say I'J.OSO feet, there 
would be a road of dry land from New- 
foundland to Ireland. This is the plain 
on which tho great Atlantic cables 
were laid. The Mediterranean is com- 
paratively shallow. A drying up of 000 
feet would leave three different seas,

The British channel is more like a 
pond, which accounts for its enoDpy 
waves. It has been found difficult to 
got tho correct soundings of tho At- 
lantic A midshipman of tho navy 
overcame tho difficulty, and shot weigh- 
ing .'10 pounds carries down tho line..

on some broken figures remain. On one 
platform fifteen images were found. In SUCCESSFUL BUSINESS WOMEN

For tho Extension of Corporation Limits. 

Whereas a largo population resides t 
outside of tho Corporation limits 

And whereas it. would ba undeslrablo to 
havo othor municipalities created on tho bor- 
ders of tills City: 

Therefore, bo it resolved, that stops he at 
onco taken so that the limits of thu Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria be extended to 
bucIi nn extent as is conferred by tho powers 
contained hi the Municipal Act 1889, and 
Amending Act : 

Tho boundary of such extension to bo as 
follows : 

Commencing at. a point on the shore lino of 
Fowl Hay at the Southern end of an accommo- 
dation road, thence northerly along the contro 
of said read to its intersection with the South- 
ern boundary lino of Section 08; thence Easterly 
along said boundary lino to the South-east cor- 
ner of section OS; thence northerly along eastern 
boundary lines of sections 68, 74 and 7ti to the 
south-east corner of section 25, thence westerly 
along southern boundary line of section 25 to 
the centre of Mount Tolmio road; thence north- 
erly along tho centre of Mount Toledo rond to 
its intersection with the southern boundary 
lineof section L'tt; thence westerly along said 
boundary lino to the south-west cornor of sec- 
tion t'ti ; tbenco northerly along tho western 
boundary lines of section and '•!", to tho north- 
west corner of section 27; thence westerly along 
the southern boundary lines of sections :il and 
42 to tho south-west corner of section 12; thence 
northerly* along western boundary lino of sec- 
tion 12 to tho south-east corner of section 62; 
thence westerly along the boundary lines of 
sec ion 62, B3 and 7 to tho intersection of tho 
Southern boundary line of section 7 
with tho centre of Burnsido road; thence 
north- westerly along the centre of Burnsido 
road to the centre of Harriet road; thence along 
tho contro of Harriet road to Victoria Arm ;
